The arsenal at Tien-tsin, which 
offered a powerful base of operations for 
the Boxers, who have greatly damaged 
the European town, has been taken 
by assault. 

It is announced in Paris that M. 
llelcasse, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and Senor Leon Y. Castillo, have 
signed treaties settling the Frencli and 
Spanish claims to territory in West 
Africa. 

Boer circulars are out exaggerating 
the Chinese troubles and urging the 
burghers to rejoin the army. Lord 
Roberts and several co-operating col¬ 
umns arc still out within striking dis¬ 
tance of Dewet. 

Advices from Hayti say rumors are 
afloat in that republic of approaching 
political troubles. It is added that, 
the Haytien Government is taking 
every precaution to frustrate a revolu¬ 
tionary movement. 

The Shantung province is now up in 
arms, according to special dispatches 
from Shanghai, and the rebels are de¬ 
stroying the missions. The foreigners 
are escaping by means of an escort 
from the governor. , 

Troops operating in North Ilicos, 
Luzon, have burned six of tbe barracks 
belonging to General Tino’s forces and 
captured his correspondence. Gen¬ 
eral Tino with 200 of his men, armed 
with rifles, succeeded in escaping. 

Near Manguiris, Luzon, the Ameri¬ 
cans attacked and defeated a large body 
of bolomen, who were strongly in¬ 
trenched. Eighty of the bolomen were 
armed with rifles, while the remainder, 
estimated at several hundred, had only 
bolos.

The 
amount of loss is not known. 

E. Carden of Seattle, manager for 
the J. Q. Adams Company’s sytem of 
warehouses along the Great Northern 
estimates Washington’s wheat crop, 
barring bad luck, at 30,000,000 bush- 
els.

DRIVING TRADE FROM SOMOA. 


Germans Are Filling Office! at Apia — 
Coin of Fntherlnnd May Be Vied. 

Apia.—There are many evidences by 
the Germanising efforts being made of 
the new Government of Samoa, though 
Governor Solf is proving himself a tact¬ 
ful man, and, personally, is very popu¬ 
lar. There was a distinctly Angliciz¬ 
ing effort in the late troubles on the 
part of the British and American resi¬ 
dents here, the hope being that either 
Great Britain or America would come 
into control of the islands. When this 
failed the British and Americana, 
though they could not but take matters 
as they came, all were sorry that 
things could not have turned out other¬ 
wise. 

Though good order prevails and the 
German Government is being well ad¬ 
ministered there is evidence that busi¬ 
ness is declining, owing to a with¬ 
drawal of British and American activ¬ 
ity and enterprise, and it is now be¬ 
lieved that Pago Pago will eventually 
become the metropolis of the group. 
As soon ns there is a regular mail to 
Pago Pago, which will not lie long 
now, it is confidently believed trade 
will gradually shift to the new Ameri¬ 
can town. The United States ship 
Aherendn comes up from Pago Pago to 
medl every mail steamer stopping here. 

The offices at Apia are gradually 
being fillet! by Germans, the British 
and Americans being ousted to make 
room for them, and the matter of sub¬ 
stituting Germany currency and coin¬ 
age for all other is now being consid¬ 
ered. Governor Solf has sent a circular 
letter to merchanist and others nsking 
them their views on this subject. 


AN ATTEMPTED BLACKMAIL. 


FROM THE FAR NORTH. 


Tragedies In Vmrtoms Mining Camps— 
One Million In Treasure Arrive*. 

Seattle.—The steamship San Bias, 
which left Cape Nome June 21st has 
arrived here. The vessel brings (1,- 
000,000 in gold dust, consigned from 
the Bank of British North America to 
the Seattle Assay Office, together with 
news of several tragedies and one sui¬ 
cide, which recently occurred at Nome. 

The San Bias reports fifteen vessels 
at Nome when she left and that light¬ 
erage rates had advanced to (15 per 
ton. She confirms the report that the 
steamships Ohio and Santa Ana are in 
quarantine at Egg island on account of 
smallpox on board. The Garonne is 
also in quarantine at Dutch Harbor. 

The gold dust aboard the San Bias 
was all taken from the Dawson clean¬ 
ups and shipped down the river. The 
passengers aboard the vessel had ap¬ 
proximately (200,000 in dust, which 
was taken from the claims at Nome 
and Rampart City. 

J. 11. Murray, of San Francisco, took 
poison with fatal results at Nome on 
June 13th as a result of gloom over the 
death of his son at that place recently. 

L. M. Woodward of Philadelphia, 
blew out his brains with a revolver on 
the same day. The suicide was with¬ 
out funds and, brooding over his mis¬ 
fortune in being driven from a claim 
which he had staked, ended his life. 

William Kerr and Thomas Kinman 
were capsized from a small schooner 
in the bay of Nome and drowned. They 
were returning from a prospecting trip. 

Captain Pilsbury, of the San Bias, 
reports great activity upon the creeks 
of the district.

Honolulu. — The Commissioners of 
Education have adopted a resolution 
prohibiting the services in the schools 
of any teacher suffering from tubercu¬ 
losis or other contagious or infectious 
disease. It also prohibits pupils 
afflicted with tuberculosis or other 
contagious disease from attending the 
public schools. There has been con¬ 
siderable agitation on the subject, 
brought about by the startling increaae 
of consumption in the islands.

Benonnee All Claim to Austria’s Throne. 

Vienna. — The Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, former heir to the throne 
and nephew of the Emperor, at the 
Hoffburg, in the presence of the Em¬ 
peror, Archdukes, Ministers and 
State dignitaries, took a formal oath 
that he and his future wife (the Prin¬ 
cess Chotek) will both regard their 
marriage as morganatic. Conse¬ 
quently his wife will never assume the 
position of Empress and the children 
by their marriage will never claim the 
right of succession. 

The oath was administered at the 
impressive ceremony. Count Golnch- 
owski, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
read the documents. The Archduke 
then advanced to a crucifix on the 
table and placed his fingers on the 
testament which was held by the Car¬ 
dinal Archbishop. After taking the 
oath the Archduke signed the docu¬ 
ments. The marriage will occur Sun¬

Plague Cases Decreasing. 

Honolulu. — Plague reports from 
both Hongkong and Sydney were 
brought by the steamers Nippon Maru 
and Moana. The situation 8t Hong¬ 
kong is worse, while that at Sydney 
appears to be on the mend. Plsgue at 
Hongkong is not thought much of, 
however, as it is a normal condition of 
affairs. Reports up to the time of the 
leaving of the Japanese steamer show 
an average of twelve cases a day. 
Some day’s records are as high as 
twenty cases, others as low as two or 
three. In Sydney the daily average 
has decreased to less than two cases a 
day.

Ntvy Department Prepared for the Crisis 
In the Orient* 

Washington.— A sign of tho pre¬ 
paredness of the Navy for any emer¬ 
gency that may arise in the East is 
exhibited in the alacrity with which 
Admiral Bradford chief ot the Equip¬ 
ment Bureau, has taken steps to main¬ 
tain an ample supply of coal in readi¬ 
ness at convenient points for naval use. 
Almost before there were any general 
misgivings as to the result of the 
Boxer movement in China the Equip¬ 
ment Bureau was looking over the col¬ 
liers purchased in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and since lying out of commis¬ 
sion at the navy-yards, with a view to 
loading them up at once for foreign 
service.

Woodland.—The Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company has officially noti¬ 
fied the Yolo County Board of Super¬ 
visors that in January, 1902, they will 
tear down the railroad drawbridge 
across the Sacramento river at Knight's 
Landing and the construction of a new 
steel bridge in its place, to be used 
exclusively for railroad purposes. The 
bridge has been in use many years 
jointly for railroad and highway traffic, 
pursuant to an agreement between the 
counties of Yolo and Sutter and the 
Northern California Railroad Com¬ 
pany, the original owner of the bridge. 
The edict means the construction by 
the two counties of a new bridge over 
the river at that point.
